THE ROYAL WEDDING. 


Тнв week began with the expectation of a wedding, 

and before it had reached its prime the bells rang a 
peal that found an echo in the English heart, Тһе 
marriage of our fourth Princess to a subject is an 
auspicious event, rendered still more significant by 

the effect which the operations of the Franco-German 
war has had on pubiic sentiment. Had there been a 
foreign princeling eligible for the hand of Princess 
Louise, such an alliance would hardly have suited the 
temper of the English people, and might have ill- 
represented the attitude which Great Britain can and 
should maintain before Europe. Perhaps after all, 
however, the chief charm of the wedding just con- 
cluded is that it is not necessary to discuss it in 
reference to any policy whatever. We believe that 
no advantage of foreign alliance has had any undue 
influence in any of the marriages of our present Itoyal 
family; and this last *'love-match," as English 
matrons and mnidens like to call it, is free even from 
the possibility of such a suspicion. There are numbers 
of good people who doubted whether such a marriage 
could be lawfully contracted nt ай, It was thought 
that to marry a subject would, somehow or other, 

be deemed a violation of the Constitution ; and behold 
the thing is done, and nobody has been carried cff to 

the Tower in consequence; while everybody is so: 
delighted at the honest, hearty way in which the 
entire wedding was managed, that even the opponents 
of а dowry have had noleg left to stand upon, and 
50 have cheered with the crowd, and made up their 
minds to endure for a native nobleman what has 
before been the just concession made to forcign 
Princes, who necessarily took the money that they 
received out of the country. The chapel at Windsor 
long ago became historical in connection with the 
present Royal family, and the Queen must see init à 
host of shadowy fancies, each representing a vivid 

reality. Nay, sho may still realise, with a swelling 
heart and tearful eyes, the last ceremony, and the 

one before, and so go back to a time when she herself 

was а young Princess, with the love of all England 

waiting to do her homage, and to love her young hus- 

band for her sake, till they learned to love and honour 

him for himself and his deep sympathy with English 

life. Tuesday must have been a half sad yet sweetly 

agitating day for the Royal mother, with whose 
household thoughts and ways we have all become inti- 
mate.

daughter goes forth mated, the links seem to bo 
drawn farther away—not snapped, but loosened ; and 
even though it be but false seeming, the pain will be 
there sometimes. 

Well, let us hope that in this marriage there may 
be reality in the thought of separation. If, in the 
words of the old song of ** Needles and Pins,” 

Matrimony and sorrow begins, 
as а rule (which we not only doubt, but the pretence 
for which assertion we utterly denounce), let us hope 
that here, at least, the wedding-bells may ring every 
year, and their echoes sound cheerily among the 
Highland lochs and hills. As to the needles and pins, 
let them be represented by Ше gifts, of which a 
long list has been published already, the wedding 
presents to the bride. The bridegroom has 
had his present, too—a magnificent tapkard, the 
gift of the Etonians; and the enormous popularity 
of this Royal wedding may be shown by tho fact 
that Eton should think the occasion worthy of cele- 
brating by & present to the bridegroom. Probably 
guch an event never before occurred in the annals of 
the school; and even now the fact of an Etonian 
bestowing his hand even upon the daughter of а 
Queen can only be slightly referred to аз the occasion 
of а gift. “То the Marquis of Lorne, on his mar- 
riage, from the members of his old school." So runs 
the dignified inscription on the tankard; and a simple, 
manly line it is, though some might think that the 
occasion would have warranted the exhibition of the 
name of the Princess.

POLICE CONSPIRACIES, 

Rightly or wrongly, there has for some time been 
а growing conviction on the part of a large proportion 
of the public that our police sytem has been forsome 
time—and still is—deteriorating. This belief is not 
associated only with defects of intelligence and mis- 
carriages of justice which are so frequently to be 
traced either to the indifference or cupidity of officers 
who have “а case" in hand, orto the multifarious 
duties to which the authorities of Scotland-yard 
demand the attention of the constables. There isa 
deeper and more dangerous conclusion to which num- 
bers of people have been brought, reluctantly but in- 
evitably; and this conclusion із evory now and then 
justified by evidence at police courts, or at higher 
tribunals, where the sworn evidence of constables is 
subject to searching cross-examination. Unfor- 
tunately, the belief that certain members of the 
police force make cases for the Sessions, when it suits 
their interests or their chances of promotion to dis- 
play “extraordinary activity and intelligence,” is so 
well founded that it has long passed the dimensions 
of suspicion, The fact is known to those who have 
unusual opportunities for inquiry. The revela- 
tions that have been made on these sub- 
jects relate to various methods of implicating a vic- 
tim who, being both poor and friendless, and 
unable either to choose the neighbourhood in which 
he lives, or, perhaps, having been careless in the 
matter of strict honesty and reckless in the choice of 
his associates, will find it difficult, perhaps impos- 
sible, to bring such rebutting evidence as may vindi- 
cate his general character, and can at best only call 
witnesses whose testimony makes in itself an addi- 
tional doubt against his integrity. It may be only a 
** Mint caso "—one of those charges of passing coun- 
terfeit coin, the interest of which is so inconsiderable 
that no detailed reports of them are published in tho 
newspapers. “The bad money was found on the 
prisoner when the officer took him in custody on the 
present charge," or it may be п case of attempted 
burglary: “tho prisoner, who had not time to effect 
his escape, having been arrested with the housebreak- 
ing, burglarious implements in his possession." But 
if there was a companion who ** succeeded in effect- 
ing his escape," as there generally is, and if in 
this particular case that companion was he who, 
having tempted the captured wretch to help 
‘him, had placed the aforesaid implements in | 
his hands in the very nick of timo for the 
active and intelligent officers to emerge from the 
shadow of а neighbouring doorway; and if the com- | 
panion had known of the proximity of the repre- | 
sentatives of the law all the time, and had **put up” 
the job, and, having himself been long “known to 
the police," had conypounded for a little felony on 
his own part by becoming their “nose,” or agent— 
what then ? Why, then would happen precisely what 
does happen, if not every week, at least so often that 
the fact has long been known to the initiated—that 
a wretch hovering so long in the vicinity of crime 
that its aspect has become familiar to him is pushed 
over the line that separates him from it and becomes 
a costly convict. What is worse still, that а poor 
fellow—forlorn, almost friendless—is charged with a 
crime of which it із іп vain for him to protest his 
innocence; for who will believe the mere oath of a 
prisoner, and to whom can the friendless casual 
labourer or solitary loiterer in search of work turn to 
demand an evidence of good character? 

There have been cases, perhaps, where, amidst the 
superficial wonder of the audience, & more wildly 
wondering prisoner has solemmly declared that the 
bad money found in his pocket came there he knew 
not how. Who із їо judgo of the truth of а state- 
ment во utterly improbable except by assuming that 
heissureto lie vehemently if he should deny the 
charge? Who can even surmise that the “nose” 
who may be an adept at his art can as deftly insi- 
nuate two florins and а shilling into an unprotected 
pocket ав he can slide a purse out of a similar recep- 
tacle?

EARTHQUAKES IN ENGLAND. 


ACCOUNTS “е THE EARTHQUAKE which was felt 
in the north of England, on Friday wcek, have been 
received from many quarters. A tleman who re- 
sides near Aspatria states that he felt the floor of the 
room in which he was heave, the piano was perceptibl 
moved, and а statuette upon it was rocked so muc 
that it was nearly overturned. А smart shock was 
experienced over the lake district. The effect was 
sudden and the agitation powerful, but of short dura- 
tion. It was accompanied by a sound as if а heavy 
goods-train passed at express speed, and the shock 
was followed by a rushing wind, which quickly died 
away. Lancaster Castle is said to have been damaged 
во much аз to need repairs. At Kendal the alarm 
was so great that numbers of people started from 
their beds and rushed half-dressed into the streets to 
ascertain what was the cause of the concussion. At 
Preston the shock was very keenly felt, and it created 
very much confusion and alarm. I

А SOIREE AND BALL was held in the Cork 
Athenzeum, in celebration of the national anniversary, 
and the attendance was large. Amongst tho deco- 
rations of the hall were scrolls bearing the names of 
Allen, Larkin, O'Brien, O'Neill, and other Fenian 
leaders, аз well as of the United Irishmen. The 
Mayor, in a lengthened address, deprecated Fe- 
nianism as injurious to the prosperity of Ireland, 
and calculated to weaken and separate Irish- 
men. He recommended a broader platform, 
on which all Irishmen could meet, and pre- 
dicted that when they as a united nation demanded 
their rights, England would have to give way. He 
referred to the unionist views many Englishmen took 
of Ireland, and pronounced Lord Derby’s statement, 
in the House of Lords, that a man who made his 
loyalty conspicuous could scarcely walk the streets of 
Dublin or Cork, to be a calumnious lie. The Mayor's 
remarks against Fenianism were badly ved, 
Several other speeches of strongly national tone were 
delivered.

PERHAPS the curiously elastic character of the Celt—

whose hearth shall light up his face no more, to whose 
blaze his little ones shall never again spread thoir 
hands, let {һе lively fiddle equeak, апа the many- 
throated pipes reply. Friends and neighbours (could 
or does any other nation on earth draw distinctions 
between nde words?) have flocked in from sur- 
rounding villages, hamlets, farmstends, and the poor 
hovels that outlie these, to see tho emigrauts off, and 
bid them, their hearts in their eyes, “ God-speed.”’ 
Many a buried friendship, over which the grass of 
wintry years has grown, springs again to life in the 
glow and the excitement of such half-festivo, half- 
sorrowful meetings; long dissevered hands are again 


cl ; and of many such fortvitous meetings, 
brightened with wild dances and made happy 
with infinite resources for flirtation, marriages 


are the supreme and crowning result. he 
fiddle rings out in sharp, crepitant discords, the 
artist of the instrument muttering between every 
stave а malediction upon ‘that bit of rezzin ” 
which, somehow or other, he has forgotten to put 
into his pocket.

Tie fun grows fast 
and furious; and generally the gayest dancer—the 
man who snaps his fingers loudest, and flings up his 
hee's with the most unrestrained abandon—is ths 
persant whose householi gods have just been də- 
throned, and for whom s rough sail is being made 
taut in the nearest harbour. 

Whilst this reckless merriment—reckless because 
of its spontaneity and unbridled life—is being danced 
to death, as the peasantry say, on the sward which 
fringes the roadside, scenes of a touching and thrill- 
ing nature are going on in the immediate scene of 
the deserted cabin and the abandoned homestead. 
Old men, immemorial friends, who have grown up in 
the same parish and knelt at the same altar through 
weary, wasting years, sit together to have a farewell 
collogue—the populer word for a chat or gossip. 
They smoke their pipes between whiles, talk of old 
days and old associations, with an odd reference to 
the days tbat are to come when one shall have to 
brave the rigours of an American climate whilst the 
other remains at home to eat the bread of misery 
and think of the companion who has quitted him for 
ever.

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MARRIAGE OF PRINCESS LOUISE AND 
THE MARQUIS OF LORNE. 


Снокси Веі rang а wedding-peal throughout the 
kingdom on Tuesday, in bonour of & wedding in 
which a truly national interest has been felt. 
Windsor, prettiest of Royal towns, was befittingly 
dressed in the gayest holiday attire; and the sun, 
shining at noon with bridal brilliancy, gave a spring- 
ike colour to the festive streets. 

The Royal and noble guests invited to the wedding 
by the Queen reached Windsor on Monday, and slept 
at the castle, the Marquis of Lorne being located in 
Augusta Tower; but the Ambassadors, Foreign 
Ministers, Cabinet Ministers, and others asked to be 
present at the ceremony, arrived by special train 
from London on Tuesday morning, and proceeded 
in carriages provided for the purpose direct from the 
terminus of the Great Western Railway to the en- 
trance of St. George's Chapel, near Wolsey Chapel, 
and were at once shown to the seats reserved for them 
in the choir. 

THE BRIDAL PROCESSION FROM THE CASTLE TO 

ST. GEORGE'8 CHAPEL 


was the first great feature of interest. ^ Princes 
Arthur and Leopold, Princess Beatrice, the Princess 
of Wales and her young family, with all the noble 

rsonages assembled in the Queen's Green Drawing- 
Бов moved at twelve o'clock towards her Majesty's 
entrance to Windsor Castle, and proceeded thence in 
ten carriages to the south entrance of St. George's 
Chapel, conducted by the great officers of her 
Majesty's household, and attended by a Captain's 
escort of the 2nd Regiment of Life Guards. "Their 
Royal Highnesses were received by the Vice- 
Chamberlain, and conducted to the places set apart 
for them on the haut pas, the organ playing a 
wedding march as the procession passed up the 
cbapel—a brilliant stream of beauteous women and 
silken costumes, of illustrious men and dazzling 
uniforms. 

THE BRIDEGROOM, 

with his supporters Earl Percy and Lord Ronald 
Leveson-Gower, was also received by ‘the Vice- 
Chamberlain, and conducted to the room prepared 
f or him near the entrance to the chapel; and when 
the Royal family had taken their places, the bride- 

room was led to the seat provided for him on the 
Ls pas, accompanied by bis **best men." As he 
proceeded up the chapel the organ played another 
march. The bridemaids arrived at the west entrance 
to St, George's Chapel, and there awaited, in a room 
prepared for the purpose, the arrival of her Royal 
Highness the bride, who drove up to the chapel at 
the appointed hour, shortly after а quarter past 
twelve, preceded by carriages, in which were the

Gotha, with their respective suites. The fifth 
carriage was occupied by the Queen and Princess

The Mistress of the Robes (the Duchess of Suther-

THE WEDDING CEREMONY. 

The Marquis stood alone, on the left of the entrance 
to the altar for five minutes, while the bride’s pro- 
cession was being formed. His Lordship looked 
flushed and anxious; and in the volunteer uniform he 
wore his fair hair and countenance were conspicuously 
roticeable. He spoke to no one, and did not seem 
to recognise anyone. He turned towards his bride, 
as the Princess, led by the Queen and the Prince of 
Wales, ascended the steps of the haut pas. The 
bride and her eight bridemaids filled up the only 
vacant space. These eight ladies were all dressed 
alike, in white satin with lace, and trimmed with ivy 
and crimson roses. Bunches of the same trimmings 
were on the shoulders and in the girdle. There was, 
indeed, a г 

Gloss of satin and glimmer of pearls, 
апа а prettier sight was seldom seen. The bride 
walked slowly to the altar, apparently keeping step 
to the ** Wedding March," which was being played by 
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the organ and the band. Beyond looking somewhat 
paler than usual, the Princess wore her usual happy 
look, and bore her part with great presence of mind. 
She was dressed in white satin, with lace veil, 
trimmed with orange-blossoms. The Honiton tunic 
(supplied by Messrs. Howell and James) was a very 
elegant production. The design is elaborate and 
varied, and the general effect is extremely rich. The 
most prominent objects are medallions containing 
bouquets of rose, shamrock, and thistle; these are 
linked together by & floral chain, whence depends & 
cornucopia containing & bouquet of various flowers. 
The bridal veil was of fine Honiton lace, en suite with 
the tunic and flounce; but, instead of the cornucopi 

а bouquet was happily substituted, and was worked 
from & sketch made by her Royal Highness. 

As soon as the Queen and the Royal party had 
taken their seats (to the right of the altar) the scene 
was remarkably effective. The only sombre dress on 
the haut pas was her Majesty's, which consisted of 
black satin. It was, however, greatly relieved ui 
being cut low in the body, by the white veil whic 
depended from a magnificent coronet of diamonds, 
and by the blue ribbon of the Order of the Garter. 
A diamond necklet and earrings were also con- 
spicuous for their brilliancy. The Duchess of Argyll 
wore white satin, and diamond head-dress, The 
Duke was clad in full Highland costume of the clan 
Campbell, dark tartan, velvet jacket, philibeg, and 
claymore. The order of the Thistle апа а brilliant 
Star were the only decorations. 

The Bishop of London commenced the marriage 
service as soon аз the “Wedding March" was 
finished. Each guest on the haut pas had a copy of 
the service handsomely bound in crimson velvet, 
and all the rest of the congregation had а copy 
bound in white satin. The sun shone brightly 
through the stained-glass windows on to the right 
side of the altar, giving the Bishops' surplices the 
hues of the rainbow. The Princess essayed to take 
off her glove, but could not do so with the bouquet 
in her hand, so the Queen offered to assist her; but 
the leading bridemaid took the bouquet, and the 
Marquis then grasped the proffered hand and held it 
firmly while the sentences were being repeated after 
the Bishop. The hands were parted and rejoined by 
the Bishop amid a breathless silence. At the pro- 
nunciation of the blessing all knelt except the Count 
of Flanders and some of the Ambassadors and diplo- 
matic Ministers, who remained standing. The choir 
then sang the Canticles, and afterwards Beethoven's 
Hallelujah Chorus. The ceremony was concluded at 
ten minutes past one by the Bishop ро the 
benediction. The bride advanced to her Majesty and 
embraced and kissed her. The Marquis made his 
obeisance and led the procession to the western door. 

'The procession of the Royal family left the chapel 
in the same order as on entering it, and returned to 
the castle from the west door. The route to and 
from the castle to St. George's Chapel was by the 
castle hill and through Henry VIII.'s Gateway. On 
their return to the castle the registry of the marria 
was signed by the bride and bridegroom, and duly 
attested by her Majesty the Queen and by the other 
Royal and distinguished persons invited to attend for 
that purpose, in the White Drawing-Room. Luncheon 
was privately served for the Royal family in the Oak 
Room, and for her Majesty's guests at a buffet in the 
Waterloo Gallery. 


THE BRIDE-CAKE 

was the chief attraction in the Waterloo Gallery. 
Made by her Majesty'schief confectioner at Windsor 
Castle, it was а perfect triumph of art, and was 5 ft. 
4in. high, with a diameter of 2ft. 6in. The base 
was decorated with white satin, bearing coats of 
arms, the initials * L.L.” entwined in blue wreaths 
of orange-blossoms, and small vases containing the 
same flowers. Within an alcove above the base was 
а fountain with doves drinking, and around this 
miniature temple were four statues representing 
* Agriculture," ““Еіпе Art," “Commerce,” and 
* Science." The upper part was crowned by a figure 
of а vestal virgin. АП the figures and ornaments 
were of sugar. Messrs. Bolland and Sons, of Chester, 
confectioners to her Majesty and the Prince and 
Princess of Wales had been honoured with special 
commands to prepare a cake for the Royal marriage. 
This is the fourth wedding-cake manufactured by the 
Messrs. Bolland. It was made in three tiers placed 
on & gold stand, weighing about 2 cwt., and measur- 
ing at the base of the lower cake 2ft. in diameter, 
and in height nearly 5 ft.

with a challenge to a duel, brings back to the nar- 
rative of Irish life some of the halo of the romance of 
bygone days. 

де of this kind was decided in Galway last 
week. 

The plaintiff is nineteen years of age, daughter of 

a gentleman of good social position, but described by 
his counsel as too generous and open-handed to have 
allowed of his improving his pecuniary position. The 
defendant, a widower, of forty-five years of age, with 
several children, became acquainted with the Joyces 
in 1865; and, although Miss Joyce was then only 
thirteen years of age, he paid her marked attention, 
and these attentions never ceased until shortly before 
bringing the present action, the damages claimed in 
which were £12,000. He followed the Joycesall over 
the Continent, living with them as their guest, and on 
their return to Ireland the same intimacy was con- 
tinued. At length, in August, 1869, he proposed 
and was rejected. Two months later he proposed 
again and was accepted. It was arranged that he 
should settle a separate income of £450 a year on his 
future wife. In October, 1869, he inclosed a £50 
note to her father to buy jewellery with. This she 
returned on the following day, requesting him not to 
repeat such conduct. About this period letters passed 
between them. Hers were signed ** Doll," and were 
written in most affectionate terms. She complained, 
however, that his were “ cold," and asked him to 
“try to write to her a little kinder." 
Не replied :—‘* You know me long enough to know 
that I am not able to write such letters as are to be 
found in novels. If І appear cold, it is my nature, 
and not my fault. Believe me, my affection does not 
consist in words, or in writing nonsense.’’ 

The wedding-day was fixed several times, but on 
each occasion as the day approached the defendant 
pleaded temporary pecuniary embarrassment as а 
reason for delay. It was fixed at one time for April, 
1870, and again for October of the same year; and 
again the defendant suggested a further postpone- 
ment, but Mr. Joyce declared **the marriage should 
take place in October or never," On Sept. 9, 1870, 
Mr. Blake wrote to the plaintiff a long, letter, in 
which he said he wished her 
** to reflect seriously on the matter before taking so 
serious a step." Не reminded her of th? disparity 
of their ages, adding that “even the children were 
not far from her own ago." “You are,” he added, 
“fond of balls, and parties, and entertainments 


natural to your age. Iam tired of all this kind of 


amusement, and it would bo much against my 
inclination to go to them. Your mamma has often 
told me you could do much better, and I am sure, 
with your attractions, that you could. Why not try 
the world a little longer, and see if you can meet 
some one whom you might like better than you do 
me. You are extremely young, and. can scarcely 
form an opinion, and it would be a dreadfulthing 
to repent when it would be too late, and perha 
upbraid those who urged you into what you might 
consider а, rash act before you were capable of 
judging." The letter concludes with an intimation 
that if she still wishes the engagement to be binding 
he is willing to carry it out; but in that case he begs 
her to urge her papa to postpone it to any day sho 
liked in February. А coolness followed between the 
two families, during which Mr. Joyce endeavoured to 
meet the defendant at a hunt, but the defendant 
avoided him. Мг. Jeyce then called at the 
defendant’s house, but he was denied to him, upon 
which he wrote the following letter, and left it with 
the servant : 
** Nov. 20. 


“ Sir, —I came here to tell you I consider your con- 
duct most disreputable, and the lowest blackguard in 
this county could not have acted worse. You may 
bless your stars you sneaked away from the hunt to- 
day, or I should have exposed you before the whole 
county. Ishalltake care to do so in every club in 
Ireland, and I believe you are afraid of me.—T. A. 
Joxcr." 

Mr. Joyce stated that, in writing this letter, he 
did not mean to challenge Mr. Blake, although 
“ nothing would have given him greater satisfaction 
than to have shot him had not law and religion been 
against it.” The letter was replied to by a Mr. 
D' Arcy, to whom, as a friend, Mr. Blake had referred 
it. Mr. D'Arcy wrote that the letter “ was evidently 
intended to be offensive, but he was “unable to 
advise’’ Mr. Blake **to seek the usual redress.” The 
plaintiff and other witnesses were examined during 
the day; and the case was decided, on the following 
morning, in favour of the young lady—

THREE CASES OF HUMAN HAIR 


were consigned from Haniburg to Messrs. Hovenden, 
hairdressers, of London. One of the cases was sur- 
reptitiously opened at the English Custom House, 
and from it hair to the value of more than £100 was 
stolen. The man accused of the theft was one 
George Matthews, who was brought up at the South- 
wark Police Court on the charge. This man went to 
the shop of Mr. Keth, a hairdresser, of Horselydown, 
and offered for sale two and a half pounds’ weight 
of hair. Some of it was two and three feet in 
length, and it was of peculiar softness, Mrs. Keth 
took it, of all places in the world, to the shop or 
warehouse of Messrs. Hovenden, for disposal; and 
it was there at once recoguised as part of the con- 
signment from Hamburg. The prisoner's account 
of the matter was that ho had picked the 
hair up in Billingsgate Market. Mr. Hovenden 
swore strongly to the identity of the material. 
No expert could doubt for a moment that the 
article produced was German hair. ‘There were 
present the colour and the peculiar softness which 
distinguished German female hair; in short, there 
could be no question about the matter. The prisoner 
was committed for trial; and in all probability, if he 
cannot explain more satisfactorily than he has yet 
dono the fact of his “ recent possession," he will be 
convicted and will suffer the penalty. What a 
whimsical destiny for a lump of girl’s hair, which 
grew on the head of some poor Saxon or Bavarian 
girl, that it should fall into the hands of a London 
thief and ultimately ргсуе the means of his spending 
a twelvemonth or more upon the penal wheel! -

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ТНЕ ВКУ. С. УОУЗЕУ ON ТНЕ ЕВЕЕ 
CHRISTIAN CHURCH. 


Тне Rev. C. Уоуввх preached, last Sunday, at 
Mr. Suffield’s “Free Christian Church," West 
Croydon, in aid of funds for the erection of a larger 
and permanent place of worship in lieu of the iron 
chapel where the services ars now held. The fame of 
Mr. Voysey, and the knowledge that this was to be 
his first sermon since he was deprived of his office on 
the ground of ** heresy,’’ caused the place to be filled, 
Мг. Suffield, who was once a Dominican friar, con- 
ducted the early part of the service, which resembled 
that of the Congregationalists. Mr. Voysey wore a 
simple black gown, and delivered his 


SERMON 


from the desk, which answers the purpose of pulpit. 
The text was from the 63rd chapter of Isaiah :一 
** Doubtless thou art our Father, though Abraham bo 
ignorant of us and Israel acknowledge us not.” The 
preacher said these words showed that it was no new 
thing in the world's history for churches to disown 
their children and the outcasts to take refuge in the 
friendliness and fatherliness of God. At the root of 
all churches and creeds there lay a decided conviction 
that God was more or less their special friend, and 
hostile to every othcr church and community but their 
own. This was understood or expressed in various 
degrees of shamelessness by the various churches 
and sects, and it was to this тукы, кеме, аз Lecky, in 
his “ Rise and Progress of Rationalism,” traced, that 
the spirit of persecution was owing. The assumption 
of being the peculiar favourite of Heaven naturally 
led, first, to proselytising, and then to punishing all 
who would not be proselytised—to punishing them in 
this world with pains and penalties, and in the next 
with eternal perdition ; this, besides being ridiculous 
imbecility, was the intense utterance of a malignant 
wish. The churches hated most what they called a 
latitudinarian spirit—the spirit which led us to regard 
every person everywhere ns alike dear and precious 
to Ше one Father of us all. Sometimes we found a 
certain degree of latitudinarianism mixed up with 
the old dogmatic spirit, and then the Church reluc- 
tantly condoned it for the sake of the dogma. A large 
section ef tho Established Church, led by Mr. 
Maurice, had repudiated some of the older dogmas, 
to substitute fresh ones in their place; but those ex- 
ocllent men had been left undisturbed, because they 
in their own way were quite as dogmatic as the older 
schools. ‘The real animosity of the churches was 
concentrated upon all those who started with an axiom 


directly opposed to their own, and the objects of the 


churches' most violent hatred were those who had 
held that one's belief had nothing whatever to do 
with one's salvation, and that no one was in peril 
of his immortal soul through his belief or disbelief, 
They who started from this negation must thereforo 
expect to be hated and ill-used by the churches, be- 
cause it undermined their authority, which was to 
them the one thing needful—the centre and citadel 
of their life. In setting themselves free from such a 
yoke their brotherly synipathies wero excited for thosa 
who were still in bondage, and the first consequence of 
their emancipation was an endeavour to emancipate 
others, This could be only done in one way—viz., 
by removing the ground upon which priests worked 
upon men's fears. When the priest said, “ He that 
believeth not shall be damned,’’ his (Mr. Voysey's) 
answer was, “По not believe him; he is telling you 
falsehood. You shall not be damned whether you 
believe his creed or not." When the priest insisted 
that we were children of God's wrath, by nature, 
and exposed to the fury of Divine vengeance until 
we were baptised, he answered, no one was able to 
pluck us out of the Father's hand. The language 
held by those amongst his congregation who were 
emancipated from this bondage was ‘‘God must 
surely allow us to come to him without interloper or 
mediator. We have done now, once forall, with 
notions of the curse of redemption from God's wrath, 
of access to God by priests, masses, sacraments, or by 
Christ. We want no Redeemer, for thereis по curse to be 
redeemed from. We want no dying God to save us 
out of the hands of the living God. Our consciences, 
sensible of sin, prefer cleansing to forgiveness, prefer 
a Father's punishment to being let go with im- 
punity, prefer to bear the consequences of our trans- 
gressions rather than see them inflicted where they 
were never deserved," Mr. Voysey, towards the 
close of his sermon, predicted that this new mission, 
which had his sympathies— namely, the Free 
Christian Church Mission, or, as some termed it, 
New Gospel—would gain ground, Christendom, he 
said, practically denied the universal fatherhood of 
God, and punished all who really proclaimed it; but 
it was for them (the Free Christian Churches) to per- 
form the grand and glorious work. During his sermon 
therev. gentleman plainly identified himself with the 
Free Christian Church, and asked his hearers to work 
promptly and earnestly for the great principle it 
involved, 

Mr. Voysey is to preach at Mr. Clayden's Free 
Christian. Church, Kentish Town, twice on Easter

Prince 
Frederick Charles has laboured strenuously, and with 
great success, to make the Prussian military system 
more elastic, giving greater freedom to the officers, 
and relying more upon moral means than upon rule 
and method in dealing with the men. The unex- 
pected suppleness and dash which the Prussians dis- 
played in 1866 and 1870-1 are in a great measure the 
consequences of these reforms.
